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O’ 
Hong Kong’s Time Running Out

Time is running out for the Bri­ 
tish crown colony of Hong Kong, 
no matter what the outcome of 
China's current campaign to cow 
it. 


The basic fact is that most of the 
colony's real estate — the New 
Territories across the harbor 
from Hong Kong Island -- is un­ 
der a 99-year lease fronyChina, 
a lease that ends just 30'years 
from now. As things look 
this 
year, there Is scant chance the 
lease will be renewed. 


Hong Kong Is under the same 
sort of pressure that brought the 
Portuguese colony of Macao to 
Us knees earlier this year. The 
British however, have 
reacted 
differently. Although there is no 
question but that Chinese armed 
forces could overrun the colony 
out of hand, the British have In­ 
dicated they will insist on their 
right to maintain order. 
The 
confrontation 
stemmed 
from the arrest this month 
of 
nearly 400 Chinese who rioted 
In the Kowloon district. There­ 


after the 
Peking 
government 
demanded release of the p ris­ 
oners, punishment for the offi­ 
cials who had put them in cus- 
today, and apologies. 
The Bri­ 
tish - would have none of it. 
Their position is far stronger 
than their physical strength might 
indicate. Hong Kong buys 
vast 
food supplies from China 
and 
provides the Peking government 
with foreign exchange estimated 
at half a billion dollars or more 
annually. This Is China's main 
source of 
hard currency 
and 
something that, In all logic, she 
would not want to do without. 
Whether internal pressures and 
politics might cause her to dis­ 
regard such practical consider­ 
ations Is something else again. 
Facing up to the Chinese dragon 
is the British governor general, 
Sir David Trench, an executive 
council and a legislative council. 
Sir David's 20,000 armed police 
and soldiers should be able 
to 
keep under control mobs of the 
magnitude seen thus far, 
how­ 
ever little they might do against 
a Chinese army. 


They guard one of the finest 
harbors in the world, through 
which flows $2.6 billion in trade 
annually. 
Hong Kong manufac­ 
tures a great variety of objects, 
especially clothing and textiles, 
and Is a trading post for the 
world. 
Its booming economy 
might 
very well be affected, however, 
by the hot breath of China's d is­ 
pleasure. 
Britain has been doing business 
at this crossroad for a century 
and a quarter. She got title tc 
Hong Kong itself in 1840 after 
the Opium war in which she e s ­ 
tablished her right, no 
longer 
exercised, to trade in the drug. 
Following the hiatus of Japanese 
occupation in World War n , and 
the economic disruption of 
the 
Korean war, the colony has come 
on strong, and now numbers about 
3.9 million residents. Of these, 
98 per cent are of Chinese ex­ 
traction, although more than half 
are British subjects by birth. A 
million are refugees or im m i­ 
grants from Red China since the 
war.

Syria are doing their utmost to 
keep peace in the Middle East. 
“ Our understanding is 
that 
the source 
of tension is 
Is­ 
rael,“ the spokesman said. “ We 
believe it is for 
the 
United 
States, Britain and other West­ 
ern powers to use their influ­ 
ence, to exert their influence on 
Israel to make it stop its pro­ 
vocations. This will be a real 
contribution to peace."

POOR CHARLIE SAYSI 
The hearing conducted by the Delta Area 
Economic Corporation board into the dism issal 
of Lloyd Phillips and Bill Graves as assistant 
directors tell a lot about the war on poverty 
that isn’t flattering. 
Basically it describes the difficulty in launching 
a shotgun effort to reduce poverty. 
Clyde S. Cahill Jr., attorney for The Office 
of Economic Opportunity, chided the board for 
its failure to agree. This is a peculiar position 
In which an attorney has been placed. 
The 
board was divided 12-12 on a motion to rein­ 
state the two after a long controversy during 
which their usefulness has been impaired. 
How does any bureaucrat bring about agree­ 
ment? It is the nature of human beings to look 
at things differently and to disagree - the Great 
Society notwithstanding. 
President Lyndon B. Johnson has made 
the 
concensus work on numerous occasions 
in 
Washington but it is the subject of some legiti­ 
mate reservation and criticism . 
Just how do 
you produce the “ uniform voice” that Cahill 
recommends among people who do not see 
alike? 
Admittedly the board of loggerheads 
does produce problems. 
Why was the board established in such a way 
as to encourage deadlock? Why wasn’t it com­ 
posed of an odd number of directors so that 
if all were present a majority decision could 
be reached? 
The anti-poverty program was a politically 
inspired, hurry-up-job designed to change con­ 
ditions that are as old as man and have been 
years abuilding. 
If a rifle had been used instead of a shotgun, 
much of the grief in the administration of 
the program in Southeast Missouri and else­ 
where in the country could have been avoided. 
When the funds became available performance 
standards were negligible. 
The program was 
loosely designed. 
It’s a wonder that it could 
function at all in the absence of blueprint. 
A patchwork, crazy quilt has been applied to a 
need that required careful research, meticulous 
planning and expert administration in order to' 
be effective. 
The poverty program had none 
of these. 
It is no wonder that chaos has resulted. 
Questions and answers at the Portageville 
hearing eloquently tell the story of the con­ 
fusion that naturally resulted. 
v { It i$ Obvious that the federal government js 
depending on threatened withdrawal of anti- 
poverty funds to produce a desired concensus 
or as Cahill describes it “the uniform voice” 
so much desired by the bureaucrats. 
Whether this arm twising, ram rod, pappa 
knows best approach will produce flexibility 
and a cooperative spirit remains to be seen. 
If it does it will be a departure from history 
and against human nature as revealed in the 
immediate past. 
There may be no Head Start without a new 
start. 
Given a new program with the new board 
and new administration the Bootheel war on 
poverty might get off the ground. 
Maybe Don Thomason would like to come down 
and run it. 
Three times should be a charm. 
If chief Thomason shuts off the money because 
the local committee refuses to reinstate his 
appointees we’ll bet that the local committee 
can get it reinstated.

A miniature town for tiny tots in Mansfield, 
Ohio, is paying big dividends in the realm of 
traffic safety. 
Since 1937, when “ Safety Town” was estab­ 
lished to teach safe pedestrian and driving 
practices to kindergartners and first graders, 
not one injury or death has been reported among 
Mansfield children going to and from school on 
foot. 
“ Traffic and pedestrian safety as learned by 
these youngsters is outstanding,” according to 
George H. Calhoun, retired field representative 
of the Ohio Industrial Commission’s Division 
of Safety and Hygiene. 
He is a chief sponsor 
of Safety Town. 
Safety Town, located on the schoolground, is 
a black-topped site that looks like a 
small 
village, 
complete 
with miniature buildings, 
marked-out 
streets, sidewalks, 
pedestrian 
crossings and traffic control sign6. 
Moppets are taught safe traffic habits by being 
divided into pedestrians and “ m otorists” who 
drive on tricycles or in miniature cars. 
The program of training at Safety Town, held 
during the summer and conducted by qualified 
high school graduates and college students, con­ 
sists of two parts - classroom instruction in 
traffic essentials and practical exercises on the 
streets of Safety Town. 
In the classroom, children are taught how to 
recognize the colors of a traffic signal and what 
drivers and pedestrians should do when 
en­ 
countering one. Drivers are instructed to stop 
before reaching the crosswalk, to yield the right 
of way to pedestrians, to avoid hitting pedestrians 
even if they are jaywalking. 
Pedestrians are taught to wait on curbs while 
cars go by, to watch for cars in both directions 
while crossing, to respect traffic signs. 
These lessons - including proper hand signals 
for drivers - are then put into practice - but not 
without mishap. Violations are sim ilar to those 
of adults, including failure to stop at red lights 
and turning from the wrong lane. 
Offenders 
are ticketed and their driving privileges are 
suspended for a time, allowing pedestrians to 
become motorists.

WASHINGTON 
-- The 
last 
time Sen. Tom Dodd was In­ 
vited to the 
White House for 
a private tete - a - tete, P res­ 
ident Johnson asked him to pass 
a message to Otto 
Otepka. 
Dodd dictated a private memo 
on the visit. 
The senator 
from Connecti­ 
cut 
had 
eagerly 
accepted 
classified documents 
which 
Otepka 
had filched from state 
department file s. When 
the 
department tried to discipline 
its errant employee, Dodd de­ 
fended Otepka for raiding the 
files and informing 
on his 
superiors. 
Cowed 
by Dodd, the 
state 
department 
kept Otepka on 
the payroll. Even the P resi­ 
dent was timid about taking 
action 
against Otepka. 
Sen. 
Dodd reporting on his 
White 
House visit, said in the memo: 
“ He (LBJ) 
then started 
to 
talk about Otepka. He said he 
wanted to get a message 
to 
Otepka 
through a third party 
that he wanted to straighten 
this matter out. He 
said, *1 
want Otepka to step out of the 
department and 
then 
we will 
do something good for him’.” 
But Otepka, 
protected 
by 
Dodd, didn’t accept the P res­ 
ident’s proposition. Dodd’s pow­ 
er was such that the man who 
had slipped him documents out 
of security files is still draw­ 
ing his regular salary. 
The senator howled 
a dif­ 
ferent 
tune, however, 
alter 
damaging 
documents from his 
own files were turned over to 
this column. What was good for 
Otepka, Dodd angrily concluded, 
was not good for the employees 
who trifled with his files. The 
senator hounded them in their 
new Jobs and got most of them 
fired. 


GOP SMEAR IRKS LBJ 
The President, after getting 
the message to Otepka off his 
chest, gave Dodd another mes­ 
sage to deliver 
to Sen. 
Jim 
Eastland, D • M iss., recorded 
Dodd 
in the memo 
on the 
visit: 
“ The President 
thought 
It 


was significant that the Republi­ 
cans are starting to say that he 
is 
soft 
on Communism. 
He 
thought I should speak to East­ 
land 
and then he said to me, 
‘you 
know I am 
not soft 
on 
Communism. I will show them 
who is soft.* I told him I under­ 
stood and that I knew he knew 
that” . 
Otherwise the White 
House 
visit, which, of course, 
oc­ 
curred before Dodd’s improp­ 
rieties hit the headlines, was 
occupied with dogs, politics and 
praise. Here are other excerpts 
from Dodd’s memo: 


“ He (the Prestdent) said to 
me, *1 haven’t seen the dogs 
yet.* He then proceeded to step 
out onto the porch and call the 
dogs. He finally coaxed 
them 
into the office and proceeded to 
pick up Him by the ears. 
I 
mentioned the publicity 
asso­ 
ciated 
with 
this, and he said 
that the 
dogs 
had 
been 
frightened by the photographers 
and 
that it did not hurt them. 
There was also 
a 
big white 
collie dog 
there, but he didn’t 
pay any attention to this dog. 
“ The President then ordered 
some 
coffee and we talked. 
He spoke of his visit to Con­ 
necticut (his appearance 
on 
Oct. 26, 1963, at a Dodd tes­ 
timonial). He said it 
was one 
of the most interesting days he 
had spent. 


“ He asked 
me about 
the 
political situation In Connecti­ 
cut, and I told him what I thought 
of it. . . He then said, le t ’s 
talk about that judgeship.’ I 
told him of the situation, and 
he said he agreed with 
me. 
He said, *however, I don’t think 
you have two good candidates 
there. I hear neither 
one can 
get approved by the bar.* 
He 
said, ‘get me a good Italian- 
American candidate or I will 
have to name Anderson.* (He 
subsequently 
named 
Judge 
Robert Anderson to the court 
of appeals.*) 
KUDOS EXCHANGED 
“ I told him (LBJ) that he was 
looking pretty w ell, better than 
he looked when I saw him. He 


said, ‘some people say I should 
take it easy. Don’t tell anyone, 
but I sleep every afternoon” . 
‘‘The President knew I had 
said something about 
Harry 
Truman on the floor of the sen­ 
ate. He said that it was a good 
statement. He then remarked, 
*you are going to get famous. 
You have nominated two men 
who have become Presidents.’ 
He thought this was 
very un- 
jusual. I replied that perhaps it 
'would be my claim to fame. . . 
\ “ Then the 
President 
said, 
*we have got to go 
up to the 
H ill,’ I said that I had my car 
outside, but he said, ‘no, you 
com e with me.* 
“ We drove up to the Hill. 
He 
was 
very effusive 
and 
said 
I was a great friend and 
how 
everlasting 
grateful he 
was and so on and we sort of 
exchanged compliments at this 
point. 
“ When we got to the Hill, there 
was 
a crowd. 
The President 
wondered how it was that people 
always knew he 
was coming. 
So we 
bade each otter good­ 
bye, and he said he would see 
me next week. He asked 
his 
chauffeur to take me to my of­ 
fice, but I told the chauffeur 
he had better not, in case the 
President needed his 
car in 
a hurry. He agreed with me.” 
Not long afterward, Tom Dodd 
came under fire for conduct un­ 
becoming 
a senator. He was 
never Invited back to the White 
House.

Americans may not be aware 
of it, but each spring 
they 
participate in a 
m ajor his­ 
torical m iracle; Each April they 
voluntarily su rre n d er to face­ 
less bureaucrats in Washington 
a 
substantial portion of their 
annual incom es. 
To 
be sure, 
most 
of them 
during 
the intervening 
year 
make involuntary contributions 
by 
way of payroll deductions. 
But even here, the withholding 
tax 
is a voluntary 
act since 
it was voted by elected legis­ 
lators. 
“ The power 
to tax 
is the 
power to d estro y ” is a well- 
known aphorism , and through­ 
out human history it has teen 
true. In 
every age, 
taxation 
has been a weapon of oppres­ 
sion 
and a so u rce of corrup­ 
tion. How 
is it 
that A m eri­ 
cans have devised system s of 
taxation which its adm inistra­ 
to r hails as the m ost efficient 
and widely 
supported 
the 
world has ev er known? 
According 
to Sheldon S. Co­ 
hen, com m issioner 
of Inter­ 
nal Revenue, 
the fundamental 
honesty 
of the American tax­ 
payer 
is the key. Last year 
the government indicted fewer 
than 2,000 out of the 102 m illion 
taxpayers 
for fraud. 
It took 
in $100 billion voluntarily , as 
opposed 
to $3 billion through 
direct 
enforcem ent 
efforts. 
Another reason, says Cohen, is 
the confidence of the people in 
the system . They believe that 
the tax laws 
a re reasonably 
fair and are being 
adm inis­ 
tered honestly and even-hand- 
edly. 
“ We tend to take this 
com­ 
pliance for g ran ted ,” he says, 
“ but it is rea lly quite rem ark­ 
able. Very few countries, in­ 
cluding those 
in the W estern 
fam ily 
of nations, 
can suc­ 
cessfully ad m in ister a 
m ass 
income tax.” 
Actually, 
it is only since the 


beginning of World War II that 
it has 
becom e a m ass tax. In 
its first year, 1913, the income 
tax 
affected a 
m ere one per 
cent of the population.

PRESTIGE OF ELECTORS 
Under the Congressional D is­ 
trict Plan for reform of 
the 
Electoral College system , the 
prestige of men and 
women 
chosen as Electors 
would be 
greatly increased. Major politi­ 
cal parties would necessarily 
nominate the best available can­ 
didates, who could give one or 
two days every four years to 
cast their votes for President 
of the United States. 
Four - fifths of these E lec­ 
tors would serve the 
voters 
of districts averaging 
about 
400,000 population. The quali­ 
fications and attributes of the 
candidate for Electors would be 
quite well known to the voters 
of his district. In the case of 
Electors from the state 
at 
large, they would be as well 
known as candidates 
for gov­ 
ernor and other state offices. 
The high caliber of candidates 
for Elector would make them 
useful in a number of capaci­ 
ties during the campaign. C er­ 
tainly they would contribute to 
the reputation of their 
party 
and its precepts and principles. 
They also would 
add to the 
acceptability of every 
party 
candidate for offices 
from 
constable to President. 
Their 
standing would 
lend 
added prestige to all members 
of their party serving in office 
or who had previously served. 
Conversely, party members in 
office would feel a responsibili­ 
ty to the candidate for p resi­ 
dential Elector chosen in a truly 
democratic way and in turn r e ­ 
sponsible for the continuation of 
our Republic as a form of gov­ 
ernment. 
The present system 
makes 
mere straw men of E lectors. 
Their names are omitted from 
the ballot in many states. But 
With the D istrict Plan, in effect 
they could make a 
continuing 
contribution of 
great value to 
the nation.

EXCLUSIVE Reuther Reported 
Preparing To Back Peace Party 
in »68. 
Washington, 
D.C.; 
— In 
the 
words of one of Walter Reuther’s 
intimates, the Detroit “ redhead 
is de-committing himself from 
Lyndon Johnson.” 
Some of the few who recently 
have 
talked with the embattled 
auto union leader report that he 
is 
slowly, 
methodically 
and 
quietly maneuvering so he can 
stay neutral or back a “peace 
ticket” in ’68. 
This would sm ash a 20-year al­ 
liance which traces back to the 
President’s first Senate race. Yet 
the evidence of Reuther’s defec­ 
tion is equally as traceable by 
insiders. 
The Detroiter’s first move was 
to refuse to pay his big union's 
quota of dollars into the AFL- 
CIO 
coast - to - coast political 
network known as COPE (Com­ 
mittee on Political Education). 
Generally the United Auto Work­ 
e r s contributes about 
$100,000 
annually, on the record, to COPE. 
By springtime each year, 
the 
UAW has steadily thrown in at 
least $25,000 of this political ac­ 
tion contribution. 
But not this year. Not a centime. 
This financial boycott comes at 
a time when COPE is beginning 
early to whip into gear the ma­ 
chinery its leaders believe nec­ 
essary to reelect Mr. Johnson~ 
in one of the toughest campaigns 
any incumbent has ever contem­ 
plated. 
AFL - CIO 
president 
George Meany, who gives COPE 
all the finances and encourage­ 
ment he can, ‘ already has en­ 
dorsed the President for reelec­ 
tion. 
But Walter Reuther has not, 
though the last 
UAW Constitu­ 
tional convention ordered every 
one of the union’s 
1264 locals 
to organize 
a Citizenship Com­ 
mittee and coordinate it with an 
Area UAW Citizenship Council. 
In turn, these units have 
been 
ordered to organize — among the 
elders, the retirees and esp ec- 1 
ially the young members — on a 
“ ward, precinct, and block -by­ 
block 
neighborhood organiza­ 
tion.” 
Couple this with Reuther's drive 
for “ community unions” and one 
•¿regins to perceive the scope of an 
independent 
national 
political 
machine which could swing into 
action in '68. 
True, Walter Reuther has 
as 
many projects as Peking has wall 
posters, but these projects gen­ 
erally are reserved for his in­ 
spirational public speeches. He 


must be interpreted by what he 
does — or does not — actually 
activate. 
And he has not ever endorsed 
President Johnson’s Vietnam war 
policy. To the contrary, in many 
areas his union and many of his 
colleagues have 
been in 
the 
avantgarde of the laborite peace 
movement. 
And though one of his recent 
statements received virtually no 
national publicity, Reuther him­ 
self did take a 
scathing swing 
at the administration. Early in 
May, in Florida, at the 
United 
Shoe Workers convention, Reuth­ 
er said that when it com es to the 
war in Vietnam, or any other war, 
the “ reactionaries” spend bil­ 
lions of dollars with pleasure, 
but when it com es to social work, 
they give it a drop in the ocean. 
This was reported to President 
Johnson, who did not exactly place 
it amidst his most loved collec­ 
tion of quotations. But Reuther 
does not appear disturbed by the 
President’s displeasure. 
Until recently, the 
auto union 
leader must have been worried 
by any move which might disaf- 
fect Mr. Johnson and provoke him 
into closing the White House door 
to Reuther during the auto nego­ 
tiations. These 
begin July 6. 
But Reuther and his 
Intimates 
now seem quite confident 
that 
they shall overcome the auto in­ 
dustry “ by October” without Mr. 
Johnson’s help — and win a big 
pay increase for their 
skilled 
workers, white collar people and 
a guaranteed work year for those 
who now are paid by the hour. 
Then the Reuther battle time­ 
table calls for conferring with the 
AFL-CIO high council, 
making 
demands on this high command, 
losing this fight and then going 
to the national AFL - CIO con­ 
vention in Florida next Decem­ 
ber. There will come the final 
conflict. The 
UAW, of 
course, 
«xpects to lose. Then insiders 
believe it will call a special con­ 
vention of its own and pull out of 
the AFL-CIO. 
Thus, by springtime '68, 
with 
a fat contract in its pocket and 
no auto industry negotiations to 
divert it for almost three years 
the big union will turn to na­ 
tional politics. 
With commitments to no one 
with a “ Citizenship” 
political 
machine hammered into 
shape 
by 
his brother Roy 
Reuther. 
Walter can swing into his 
old 
nashy style. 
But, the sophisticates are ask- 
ng, for whom and for what will 
ie flash?

400,000 armed men in the Arab 
states surrounding her, latest 
estim ates indicate.

said to be able to mobilize and 
deploy her 300,000 men in a 
m atter of days, the Arab arm ies 
are believed able 
to 
muster 
much 
less 
than 
their 
full 
strength. 
Military 
specialists 
expect 
any open war would pit Israel 
against four Arab countries pri. 
marily— Egypt, 
Jordan, 
Syria

COLUMBIA -- Somewhere in 
the state any weekday you can 
find Gene Munson, 
Columbia, 
walking through a field swinging 
an Insect net. He's not chasing 
butterflies, but looking for new 
insect pests that couia 
mean 
serious problems for the state's 
farm ers. 
Munson is the state survey en­ 
tomologist. His job is to travel 
the state to keep tab on the build­ 
up of insects and to look for new 
Insects. Doing this, he travels 
some 30,000 miles a year. 
Munson is part of an early 
warning network that can alert 
farm ers to an insect problem 
before it causes serious crop 
losses. 
By careful searching, 
which 
often 
involves 
crawling on 
hands and knees through 
a 
field, Munson finds insects that 
could go unnoticed by a farmer 
checking his field. Anyone un­ 
trained in the habits of insects 
might not notice 
them until 
large numbers were feeding on 
the crop. 
This could be 
too 
late to prevent damage. 
This spring, Munson has been 
busy tracking the spread of the 
alfalfa weevil which is working 
its way across the state. How­ 
ever this pest will soon go dor­ 
mant for the summer and an­ 
other insect will pop up to 
cause problems. 
" It's likely the 
corn borer 
will start causing us trouble 
before long," Munson 
said. 
"But it could be 
anything," 
he added quickly. 
With an early warning and ad­ 
vice on what to look for, far­ 
mers can check their own fields 
and apply insect controls when 
needed before damage results. 
Munson's observations, com­ 
bined with information 
from 
other extension entomologists 
and county extension agents, are 
published every Friday by the 
University of Missouri in the 
Weekly Insect Situation Re­ 
port. The 
report is written 
by George Thomas, 
Wilfred 
Craig, and Leroy 
Peters, ex­ 
tension entomologists. 
The report is mailed to county 
extension centers, vo-agteach­ 
ers, commercial 
insecticide 
applicators, pesticide dealers, 
news media, and anyone who 
can use the Information. 
Since he can't 
travel 
the 
entire state in any one week, 
Munson depends on tips on in­ 
sect activity 
from 
many 
sources. 
"Anyone who finds an unusual 
insect causing damage or finds 
high 
populations 
of insects 
should report them to the local 
university extension center or 
get in touch with me," 
Mun­ 
son said. 
The survey, officially known as 
the Cooperative Economic In­ 
sect Survey, is conducted jointly 
by the plant pest control division 
of USDA, the Missouri Experi­ 
ment Station, the State Depart­ 
ment of Agriculture and the Uni­ 
versity of Missouri Extension 
Division. 
The idea for the survey was 
developed in Missouri in 1953. 
Since then it has been adopted 
in 28 other states. Thomas was 
the first survey entomologist. 


PASSERSBY AND FARMERS frequently stop to see what Munson’s doing. 
“ Sometimes, before I can get out of afield, a whole crowd will gather,” he 
said. Munson uses these occasions to identify for the farm ers the insects 
that are currently causing trouble in the area. Here he answers questions 
as he bottles up samples of the insects he has collected. Many of the insects 
collected are returned to Columbia for further study or placement in* the 
University’s insect museum. 


A BUGS-EYE-VIEW of a field is best for locating most pests, Munson 
has found. Often there is a great deal of insect activity beneath the foliage 
that’s not apparent from an overall view of a field. On two occasions, while 
on hands and knees looking for insects, he has found himself eye to eye 
with rattlesnakes. 


BACK IN HIS OFFICE, in Columbia, Munson 
seeks identification of insects that could not be 
identified in the field. Co-workers in the entomo­ 
logy department help with this. His weekly report 
on insect activities in the state are included in 
the Weekly Missouri insect situation 
report 
mailed every Friday afternoon. 


GRAZING ALL THROUGH the crop year isthe 
goal of specialists in the University of Missouri 
College of Agriculture at Columbia, Research 
plots, planted to various forage species and 
m ixtures, are being studied in grazing trials to 
determine what plantings provide the best graz- 
ing for different seasons.

In a very real sense, govern­ 
ment debt is a claim against 
private property in the same 
way as an unpaid tax bill: the 
larger the debt, the 
smaller 
Is the real equity of individuals 
in what they think of as their 
private property. 
The size of the debt is im­ 
portant because it measures the 
amount of money that taxpay­ 
ers and property owners owe; 
not to themselves but to a gov­ 
ernment over which they have 
lost control to the precise ex­ 
tent that it now owns and con­ 
trols them. The growing size 


of the government debt must, 
therefore, be a matter of very 
real concern to every creditor 
and especially to every taxpay­ 
er with an interest in keeping 
his private property and his 
personal Freedom. 
SPENDING WAS NEVER 
EASY TO STOP 
A large part of the national 
debt has been piled up as a 
result of government competi­ 
tion with private business. The 
cost of this competition has 
been estimated approximately 
at $40 billion a year. If the fed­ 
eral government would sell 
shares of stock in government- 
owned corporations to the Am­ 
erican people, that loss would 
be stopped and a long step back 
could be taken from the down­ 
hill path to socialism. 
For 30 years, the American 
people have lived with a dying 
dollar. 
Unsound fiscal poli­ 
cies in the government inevit­ 
ably lead to inflation; yet, the 
federal government is operat­ 
ing again at a deficit during the 
current fiscal year and there 
is 
no likelihood that it will 
escape another deficit next year 
unless federal spending is dras­ 
tically reduced. 
The 
American people have 
watched the process of inflation 
without making an organized and 
effective protest because its 
effects have been largely con­ 
cealed. 
However, the effects 
cannot be concealed forever. 
What Is the use of having more 
and more dollars In your pock- 
etbook if those dollars are, 
year after year, worth less and 
less? 
That kind of arrange­ 
ment is bound to end in disas­ 
ter sooner or later, and we have 
to think that the danger Is near

rather than far. The Ameri­ 
can people have suffered too 
long from a round of spending, 
followed by a round of taxes, 
followed by a new spending, 
followed by another round of 
taxes, each one larger than the 
one that came before. 
Government spending needs to 
be cut and a start needs to be 
made on reducing the size of 
the 
national debt. There are 
some very specific reasons why 
it is imperative that these needs 
be met by the government dur­ 
ing the coming year. 
To start with, it has to be 
recognized that spending in it­ 
self is not a remedy for any of 
our economic troubles. That 
is contrary to the theories of 
the big spenders, but it is a fact 
just the same. 
Heavy spending by the govern­ 
ment does have an impact on 
the national, economy, but is it 
a good impact, one that adds 
strength to the economy? No. 
Has government spending cured 
any economic problems up to 
this time? 
No. Will it ever 
cure any? No. 
Even when so-called emergen­ 
cy spending to meet economic 
problems 
has a temporarily 
soothing and lulling effect, 
it 
is followed after a year or so by 
all kinds of distortions in the ec­ 
onomic system which make the 
last state of the sick economy 
much worse than the first. This 
has been proved time again 
since the U.S. started trying 
to spend itself out of the de­ 
pression Of the 1930's. 
Mul­ 
tiplied billions of dollars were 
poured out for aii kinds of pro­ 
jects, but the depression stayed 
with us until the demands of 
war and preparation for war put 


our production 
facilities 
to 
work. 
Another compelling reason for 
reducing the federal govern­ 
ment's reckless outlay of the 
people's money is that the big 
spenders have shown that they 
do not have the ability to man­ 
age and guide the sectors of 
the economy which they take 
over one by one. Repeatedly 
we read and hear stories of 
scandals and near-scandals in 
federal - supported welfare. 
Public housing has been a flat 
failure in its state purpose of 
providing decent living accom­ 
modations for poor people. The 
foreign policy foisted on the na­ 
tion by big spenders has been 
enormously costly in money 
and friends. Here, again, big 
spending has been 
failure. 
A third reason why govern­ 
ment spending must be reduced 
is that taxes are used "to 
get support for greater spend­ 
ing." 
It is they who are be­ 
hind the propaganda that this 
is not the right time to make 
really significant cuts in spend­ 
ing; it would be too hard to do 
so now. But the fact is that It 
will never be any easier. Now 
is the time to begin, because 
the future will bring even more 
tangled and difficult problems. 
A necessary beginning Is for 
Congress to regain control of 
the total budget. 
Gradually, 
the Executive Branch has tak­ 
en control of the total budget 
from Congress and has held on­ 
to It. To be sure, Congress 
still votes huge appropriations, 
agency by agency, but it no 
longer has control over total 
appropriations. 
Once 
congressional control 
is regained, new spending pro­ 


grams ought to be blocked. 
There is much talk of this or 
that "necessary" new activ­ 
ity by the federal government, 
but the truth is that there is no 
proposed new 
program 
of 
spending that the American peo­ 
ple can't get along without. 
Spending by the numerous wel­ 
fare agencies has gone beyond 
reason and should be slashed. 
The Agriculture Department, 
the 
business control bureaus 
and agencies, federal aid to ed­ 
ucation; these and many oth­ 
ers offer fertile fields for sane 
economy in the conduct of the 
federal government. 
The 
Constructive 
approach 
calls for a reduction in federal 
spending that will be really 
felt, not at some time far dis­ 
tant in the future, but in 1967. 
As this is a matter of contin­ 
uing concern to each individual 
it is hoped that he will make it 
a matter of continuing study. 
It is urgent every American 
learn all he can, from every 
available source, about where 
the fiscal policies of the fed­ 
eral government are leading 
the country . . . .

POOR CHARLIE SAYS! 
The hearing conducted by the Delta Area 
Economic Corporation board into the dismissal 
of Lloyd Phillips and Bill Graves as assistant 
directors tell a lot about the war on poverty 
that isn’t flattering. 
Basically it describes the difficulty in launching 
a shotgun effort to reduce poverty. 
Clyde S. Cahill Jr., attorney for The Office 
of Economic Opportunity, chided the board for 
its failure to agree. This is a peculiar position 
in which an attorney has been placed. 
The 
board was divided 12-12 on a motion to rein­ 
state the two after a long controversy during 
which their usefulness has been impaired. 
How does any bureaucrat bring about agree­ 
ment? 
It is the nature of human beings to look 
at things differently and to disagree - the Great 
Society notwithstanding. 
President Lyndon B. Johnson has made 
the 
concensus work on numerous occasions 
in 
Washington but it is the subject of some legiti­ 
mate reservation and criticism . 
Just how’ do 
you produce the “ uniform voice” that Cahill 
recommends among people who do not see 
alike? 
Admittedly the board of loggerheads 
does produce problems. 
Why was the board established in such a way 
as to encourage deadlock? Why wasn’t it com­ 
posed of an odd number of directors so that 
if all were present a majority decision could 
be reached? 
The anti-poverty program was a politically 
inspired, hurry-up-job designed to change con­ 
ditions that are as old as man and have been 
years abuilding. 
If a rifle had been used instead of a shotgun, 
much of the grief in the administration of 
the program in Southeast Missouri and else­ 
where in the country could have been avoided. 
When the funds became available performance 
standards were negligible. 
The program was 
loosely designed. 
It’s a wonder that it could 
function at all in the absence of blueprint. 
A patchwork, crazy quilt has been applied to a 
need that required careful research, meticulous 
planning and expert administration in order to' 
be effective. 
The poverty program had none 
of these. 
It is no wonder that chaos has resulted. 
Questions and answers at the Portageville 
hearing eloquently tell the story of the con­ 
fusion that naturally resulted. 
It is obvious that the federal government is 
depending on threatened withdrawal of anti­ 
poverty funds to produce a desired concensus 
or as Cahill describes it “ the uniform voice” 
so much desired by the bureaucrats. 
Whether this arm twising, ramrod, pappa 
knows best approach will produce flexibility 
and a cooperative spirit remains to be seen. 
If it does it will be a departure from history 
and against human nature as revealed in the 
immediate past. 
There may be no Head Start without a new 
start. 
Given a new program with the new board 
and new administration the Bootheel war on 
poverty might get off the ground. 
Maybe Don Thomason would like to come down 
and run it. 
Three times should be a charm. 
If chief Thomason shuts off the money because 
the local committee refuses to reinstate his 
appointees we’ll bet that the local committee 
can get it reinstated.

A miniature town for tiny tots in Mansfield, 
Ohio, is paying big dividends in the realm of 
traffic safety. 
Since 1937, when “ Safety Town” was estab­ 
lished to teach safe pedestrian and driving 
practices to kindergartners and first graders, 
not one injury or death has been reported among 
Mansfield children going to and from school on 
foot. 
“ Traffic and pedestrian safety as learned by 
these youngsters is outstanding,” according to 
George H. Calhoun, retired field representative 
of the Ohio Industrial Commission’s Division 
of Safety and Hygiene. 
He is a chief sponsor 
of Safety Town. 
Safety Town, located on the schoolground, is 
a black-topped site that looks like a 
small 
village, 
complete 
with miniature buildings, 
marked-out 
streets, sidewalks, 
pedestrian 
Crossings and traffic control signs. 
Moppets are taught safe traffic habits by being 
divided into pedestrians and “ m otorists” who 
drive on tricycles or in miniature cars. 
The program of training at Safety Town, held 
during the summer and conducted by qualified 
high school graduates and college students, con­ 
sists of two parts - classroom instruction in 
traffic essentials and practical exercises on the 
streets of Safety Town. 
In the classroom, children are taught how to 
recognize the colors of a traffic signal and what 
drivers and pedestrians should do when 
en­ 
countering one. Drivers are instructed to stop 
before reaching the crosswalk, to yield the right 
of way to pedestrians, to avoid hitting pedestrians 
even if they are jaywalking. 
Pedestrians are taught to wait on curbs while 
cars go by, to watch for cars in both directions 
while crossing, to respect traffic signs. 
These lessons - including proper hand signals 
for drivers - are then put into practice - but not 
without mishap. Violations are sim ilar to those 
of adults, including failure to stop at red lights 
and turning from the wrong lane. 
Offenders 
are ticketed and their driving privileges are 
suspended for a time, allowing pedestrians to 
become motorists.

Dodd dictated a private memo 
on the visit. 
The senator 
from Connecti­ 
cut 
had 
eagerly 
accepted 
classified documents 
which 
Otepka 
had filched from state 
departm ent files. When 
the 
departm ent tried to discipline 
its erran t em ployee, Dodd de­ 
fended Otepka for raiding the 
files and inform ing 
on his 
su p erio rs. 
Cowed 
by Dodd, the 
state 
departm ent 
kept Otepka on 
the payroll. Even the P re si­ 
dent was tim id about taking 
action 
against Otepka. 
Sen. 
Dodd reporting on his 
White 
House visit, said in the memo: 
"H e (LBJ) 
then started 
to 
talk about Otepka. He said he 
wanted to get a m essage 
to 
Otepka 
through a third party 
that he wanted to straighten 
this m atter out. He 
said, ’I 
want Otepka to step out of the 
departm ent and

we will

He thought this was

usual. I replied that perhaps it 
would be my claim to fam e. . . 
"Then the 
P resident 
said, 
*we have got to go

Am ericans may not be aware 
of it, but each spring 
they 
participate in a 
m ajor his­ 
torical m iracle; Each April they 
voluntarily surren d er to face­ 
less bureaucrats in Washington 
a 
substantial portion of their 
annual incom es. 
To 
be sure, 
most 
of them 
during 
the intervening 
year 
make involuntary contributions 
by 
way of payroll deductions. 
But even here, the withholding 
tax 
is a voluntary 
act since 
it was voted by elected legis­ 
lators. 
“ The power 
to tax 
is the 
power to destroy" is a well- 
known aphorism , and through­ 
out human history it has been 
true. In 
every age, 
taxation 
has been a weapon of oppres­ 
sion 
and a source of corrup­ 
tion. How 
is it 
that Am eri­ 
cans have devised system s of 
taxation which its adm inistra­ 
tor hails as the m ost efficient 
and widely 
supported 
the 
world has ever known? 
According 
to Sheldon S. Co­ 
hen, com m issioner 
of Inter­ 
nal Revenue, 
the fundamental 
honesty 
of the American tax­ 
payer 
is the key. 
Last year 
the governm ent indicted fewer 
than 2,000 out of the 102 million 
taxpayers 
for fraud. 
It took 
in $100 billion voluntarily , as 
opposed 
to $3 billion through 
direct 
enforcem ent 
efforts. 
Another reason, says Cohen, is 
the confidence of the people in 
the system . They believe that 
the tax laws 
are reasonably 
fair and are being 
adm inis­ 
tered honestly and even-hand- 
edly. 
“ We tend to take this 
com­ 
pliance for granted," he says, 
“ but it is really quite rem ark­ 
able. Very few countries, in­ 
cluding those 
in the W estern 
fam ily 
of nations, 
can suc­ 
cessfully adm inister a

income tax."

PRESTIGE OF ELECTORS 
Under the Congressional D is­ 
tric t Plan for reform of 
the 
E lectoral College system , the 
prestige of men and 
women 
chosen as E lectors 
would be 
greatly increased. M ajor politi­ 
cal parties would necessarily 
nominate the best available can­ 
didates, who could give one or 
two days every four years to 
cast their votes for President 
of the United States. 
Four - fifths of these E lec­ 
to rs would serve the 
voters 
of d istric ts averaging 
about 
400,000 population. The quali­ 
fications and attributes of the 
candidate for E lectors would be 
quite well known to the voters 
of his d istrict. 
In the case of 
E lectors from the state 
at 
large, they would be as well 
known as candidates 
for gov­ 
ern o r and other state offices. 
The high caliber of candidates 
for E lector would make them; 
useful in a number of capaci­ 
tie s during the campaign. C er­ 
tainly they would contribute to 
the reputation of their 
party 
and its precepts and principles. 
They also would 
add to the 
acceptability of every 
party 
candidate for offices 
from 
constable to President. 
Their 
standing would 
lend 
added prestige to all m em bers 
of their party serving in office 
or who had previously served. 
Conversely, party m em bers in 
office would feel a responsibili­ 
ty to the candidate for p re s i­ 
dential Elector chosen in a truly 
dem ocratic way and in turn r e ­ 
sponsible for the continuation of 
our Republic as a form of gov­ 
ernm ent.

The hearing conducted by the Delta Area 
Economic CorpDration board into the dismissal 
of Lloyd Phillips and Bill Graves as assistant 
directors tell a lot about the war on poverty 
that isn’t flattering. 
Basically it describes the difficulty in launching 
a shotgun effort to reduce poverty. 
Clyde S. Cahill Jr., attorney for The Office 
of Economic Opportunity, chided the board for 
its failure to agree. This is a peculiar position 
in which an attorney has been placed. 
The 
board was divided 12-12 on a motion to rein­ 
state the two after a long controversy during 
which their usefulness has been impaired. 
How does any bureaucrat bring about agree­ 
ment? It is the nature of human beings to look 
at things differently and to disagree - the Great 
Society notwithstanding. 
President Lyndon B. Johnson has made 
the 
concensus work on numerous occasions 
in 
Washington but it is the subject of some legiti­ 
mate reservation and criticism. 
Just how do 
you produce the “uniform voice” that Cahill 
recommends among people who do not see 
alike? 
Admittedly the board of loggerheads 
does produce problems. 
Why was the board established in such a way 
as to encourage deadlock? Why wasn’t it com­ 
posed of an odd number of directors so that 
if all were present a majority decision could 
be reached? 
The anti-poverty program was a politically 
inspired, hurry-up-job designed to change con­ 
ditions that are as old as man and have been 
years abuilding. 
If a rifle had been used instead of a shotgun, 
much of the grief in the administration of 
the program in Southeast Missouri and else­ 
where in the country could have been avoided. 
When the funds became available performance 
standards were negligible.

It’s a wonder that it could 
function at all in the absence of blueprint. 
A patchwork, crazy quilt has been applied to a 
need that required careful research, meticulous 
planning and expert administration in order to' 
be effective. 
The poverty program had none 
of these. 
It is no wonder that chaos has resulted. 
Questions and answers at the Portageville 
hearing eloquently tell the story of the con­ 
fusion that naturally resulted. 
It is obvious that the federal government is 
depending on threatened withdrawal of anti­ 
poverty funds to produce a desired concensus 
or as Cahill describes it “the uniform voice” 
so much desired by the bureaucrats. 
Whether this arm twising, ramrod, pappa 
knows best approach will produce flexibility 
and a cooperative spirit remains to be seen. 
If it does it will be a departure from history 
and against human nature as revealed in the 
immediate past. 
There may be no Head Start without a new 
start. 
Given a new program with the new board 
and new administration the Bootheel war on 
poverty might get off the ground. 
Maybe Don Thomason would like to come down 
and run it.

One of the constructive aspects of American 
society is the institution of advertising.

advertising helps to provide

distribution and mass production of goods. It 
results in lower prices for consumers. But it 
does more than that. 
It helps keep America 
free. 
Countries in which little or no advertising 
take place are generally underdeveloped. Most 
offer little choice of goods for the public. The 
upsurge in economic activity and amount 
of 
luxury goods for sale go hand in hand with ad­ 
vertising. 
Japan and West Germany are good 
examples. 
Newspapers provide a sounding board for con­ 
cerned citizens who want to “do their part” 
to keep America free. 
Advertisements con­ 
tribute by supporting a free press. 
The backbone of fighters for freedom is and 
always has been the local newspaper. The press 
could not retain this role without the financial 
support which keeps the newspaper free 
from 
special pressures.

A miniature town for tiny tots in Mansfield, 
Ohio, is paying big dividends in the realm of 
traffic safety. 
Since 1937, when “ Safety Town” was estab­ 
lished to teach safe pedestrian and driving 
practices to kindergartners and first graders, 
not one injury or death has been reported among 
Mansfield children going to and from school on 
foot. 
“ Traffic and pedestrian safety as learned by 
these youngsters is outstanding,” according to 
George H. Calhoun, retired field representative 
of the Ohio Industrial Commission’s Division 
of Safety and Hygiene. 
He is a chief sponsor 
of Safety Town. 
Safety Town, located on the schoolground, is 
a black-topped site that looks like a 
small 
village, 
complete 
with miniature buildings, 
marked-out 
streets, sidewalks, 
pedestrian 
crossings and traffic control signs. 
s J 
Moppets are taught safe traffic habits by being 
divided into pedestrians and “ motorists” who 
drive on tricycles or in miniature cars. 
The program of training at Safety Town, held 
during the summer and conducted by qualified 
high school graduates and college students, con­ 
sists of two parts - classroom instruction in 
traffic essentials and practical exercises on the 
streets of Safety Town. 
In the classroom, children are taught how to 
recognize the colors of a traffic signal and what 
drivers and pedestrians should do when 
en­ 
countering one. Drivers are instructed to stop 
before reaching the crosswalk, to yield the right 
of way to pedestrians, to avoid hitting pedestrians 
even if they are jaywalking. 
Pedestrians are taught to wait on curbs while 
cars go by, to watch for cars in both directions 
while crossing, to respect traffic signs. 
These lessons - including proper hand signals 
for drivers - are then put into practice - but not 
without mishap. Violations are similar to those 
of adults, including failure to stop at red lights 
and turning from the wrong lane. 
Offenders 
are ticketed and their driving privileges are 
suspended for a time, allowing pedestrians to 
become motorists.

Dodd dictated a private memo 
on the visit. 
The senator from Connecti­ 
cut 
had 
eagerly accepted 
classified documents 
which 
Otepka 
had filched from state 
department files. When 
the 
department tried to discipline 
its errant employee, Dodd de­ 
fended Otepka for raiding the 
files and informing 
on his 
superiors. 
Cowed 
by Dodd, the state 
department 
kept Otepka on 
the payroll. Even the Presi­ 
dent was timid about taking 
action 
against Otepka. 
Sen. 
Dodd reporting on his White 
House visit, said in the memo: 
“ He (LBJ) then started to 
talk about Otepka. He said he 
wanted to get a message to 
Otepka 
through a third party 
that he wanted to straighten 
this matter out. He 
said, 'I 
want Otepka to step out of the 
department and then we will 
do something good for him*.1' 
But Otepka, protected 
by 
Dodd. didn't accept the Pres­ 
ident’s proposition. Dodd's pow­ 
er was such that the man who 
had slipped him documents out 
of security files is still draw* 
lng his regular salary. 
The senator howled 
a dif­ 
ferent 
tune, however, after 
damaging documents from his 
own flies were turned over to 
this column. What was good for 
Otepka, Dodd angrily concluded, 
was not good for the employees 
who trifled with his files. The 
senator hounded them in their 
new Jobs and got most of them 
fired. 


GOP SMEAR IRKS LBJ 
Thu President, after getting 
the message to otepka uff ids 
chest, gave Dodd another mes­ 
sage to deliver to Sen. Jim 
Eastland, D • Miss., recorded 
Dodd

on the

thought I should speak to East­ 
on, ;

visit, which, of course,

Americans may not be aware 
of it, but each spring 
they 
participate in a 
major his­ 
torical miracle: Each April they 
voluntarily surrender to face­ 
less bureaucrats in Washington 
a 
substantial portion of their 
annual incomes. 
To be sure, 
most of them 
during 
the intervening 
year 
make involuntary contributions 
by 
way of payroll deductions. 
But even here, the withholding 
tax 
is a voluntary act since 
it was voted by elected legis­ 
lators. 
“ The power 
to tax is the 
power to destroy” is a well­ 
known aphorism, and through­ 
out human history it has been 
true. In every age, 
taxation 
has been a weapon of oppres­ 
sion and a source of corrup­ 
tion. How 
is it 
that Ameri­ 
cans have devised systems of 
taxation which its administra­ 
tor hails as the most efficient 
and widely 
supported 
the 
world has ever known? 
According 
to Sheldon S. Co­ 
hen, commissioner 
of Inter­ 
nal Revenue, the fundamental 
honesty of the American tax­ 
payer 
is the key. Last year 
the government indicted fewer 
than 2,000 out of the 102 million 
taxpayers 
for fraud. It took 
in $100 billion voluntarily , as 
opposed to $3 billion through 
direct 
enforcement 
efforts. 
Another reason, says Cohen, is 
the confidence of the people In 
the system. They believe that 
the tax laws 
are reasonably 
fair and are being adminis­ 
tered honestly and even-hand- 
edly. 
“ We tend to take this 
com­ 
pliance for granted,” he says, 
“but it is really quite remark­ 
able. Very few countries, in­ 
cluding those 
in the Western 
family 
of nations, 
can suc­ 
cessfully administer a mass 
income tax.”

PRESTIGE OF ELECTORS 
Under the Congressional Dis­ 
trict Plan for reform of the 
Electoral College system, the 
prestige of men and 
women 
chosen as Electors 
would be 
greatly increased. Major politi­ 
cal parties would necessarily 
nominate the lie st available can­ 
didates, who could give one or 
two days every four years to 
cast their votes for President 
of the United States. 
Four - fifths of these Elec­ 
tors would serve the voters 
of districts averaging 
about 
400,000 population. The quali­ 
fications and attributes of the 
candidate for Electors would be 
quite well known to the voters 
of his district. In the case of 
Electors from the state 
at 
large, they would be as well 
known as candidates for gov­ 
ernor and other state offices. 
The high caliber of candidates 
for Elector would make theirs 
useful in a number of capaci­ 
ties during the campaign. Cer­ 
tainly they would contribute to 
the reputation of their party 
and its precepts and principles. 
They also would 
add to the 
acceptability of every

candidate for offices 
from 
constable to President. 
Their 
standing would 
lend 
added prestige to all members 
of their party serving in office 
or who had previously served. 
Conversely, party members In 
office would feel a responsibili­ 
ty to the candidate for presi­ 
dential Elector chosen in a truly 
democratic way and in turn re ­ 
sponsible for the continuation of 
our Republic as a form of gov­ 
ernment.

Their names are omitted from 
the ballot in many states.

EXCLUSIVE Reuther Reported 
Preparing To Back Peace Party 
in *68. 
Washington, 
D.C.: — In the 
words of one of Walter Reuther’s 
Intimates, the Detroit “ redhead 
is de-committing himself from 
Lyndon Johnson.” 
Some of the few who recently 
have 
talked with the embattled 
auto union leader report that he 
is slowly, 
methodically and 
quietly maneuvering so he can 
stay neutral or back a “peace 
ticket” In ’68. 
This would smash a 20-year al­ 
liance which traces back to the 
President’s first Senate race. Yet 
the evidence of Reuther’s defec­ 
tion Is equally as traceable by 
insiders. 
The Detroiter's first move was 
to refuse to pay his big union's 
quota of dollars into the AFL- 
CIO coast - to - coast political 
network known as COPE (Com­ 
mittee on Political Education). 
Generally the United Auto Work­ 
ers contributes about $100,000 
annually, on the record, to COPE. 
By springtime each year, 
the 
UAW has steadily thrown In at 
least $25,000 of this political ac­ 
tion contribution. 
But not this year. Not a centime. 
This financial boycott comes at 
a time when COPE is beginning 
early to whip into gear the ma­ 
chinery its leaders believe nec­ 
essary to reelect Mr. Johnson — 
In one of the toughest campaigns 
any Incumbent has ever contem­ 
plated. 
AFL - CIO president 
George Meany, who gives COPE 
all the finances and encourage­ 
ment he can,' already has en­ 
dorsed the President for reelec­ 
tion. 
But Walter Reuther has not, 
though the last 
UAW Constitu­ 
tional convention ordered every 
one of the union’s 
1264 locals 
to organize a Citizenship Com­ 
mittee and coordinate it with an 
Area UAW Citizenship Council. 
In turn, these units have been 
ordered to organize — among the 
elders, tile retirees and espec­ 
ially the young members — on a 
“ ward, precinct, and block -by­ 
block 
neighborhood organiza­ 
tion.”

NABLUS, Jordan (AP) - The 
Samaritans are making a come­ 
back. 
A new survey made in this 
Jordanian city about 20 miles 
north of Jerusalem shows that 
from an all-time low of around 
160 the community now is up to 
345, with every prospect of in­ 
creasing. 
They have been regarded by 
the Jews as a dissident Hebrew 
sect since Old Testament days. 
Christians 
have 
a particular 
interest in the Samaritans be­ 
cause they are the subject of 
Jesus’ first parable. 
High Priest Amram Isaac, a 
patriarchal figure in dark robes 
and flaming red turban, attri­ 
butes the upturn to two factors: 
the ending of centuries of perse­ 
cution, and new blood coming in 
through conversions of outsiders 
marrying into the community. 
The high priests’s office goes 
back to the days of Moses. But 
he shows with pride the newly 
built 
white 
limestone 
temple 
and comfortable houses in the 
Samaritan quarter of Nablus as 
evidence of his people’s new 
status as respected citizens of 
the Jordanian kingdom. 
The world’s oldest surviving 
Judaic sect also boasts a mod­ 
ern school, half-supported 
by 
the Samaritans, half by the Jor­ 


dan government. 
Amram also will display the 
Samaritan’s most precious re- 
lie: the Abisha scroll of the first 
five books of the Bible, said to 
be the oldest known copy of the 
Pentateuch. Although the exist­ 
ing manuscript, on sheepskin, is 
said to be at least 2,000 years 
old, the original is dated in the 
13th year of the occupation of 
Canaan by the Israelites 32 cen­ 
turies ago. 
In this ancient revision of the 
Bible, the Ten Commandments 
in Exodus are combined with 
those 
in 
Deuteronomy. 
They 
contain an extra commandment 
naming Mt. Gerizim, the holy 
mountain of the Samaritans, as 
the holy place of the Lord, in­ 
stead of Jerusalem . 
As the Samaritan woman said 
to Jesus: 
"Our fathers 
wor­ 
shipped in this mountain; and 
ye say, that in Jerusalem is the 
place where men ought to wor­ 
ship.’’ 
Because of their belief, the 
Samaritans not only pray to­ 
ward 
that 
mountain, 
which 
overlooks Nablus, but also cele­ 
brate their Passover there, in a 
setting of pastoral 
simplicity 
much as it must have been in 
the days of Moses.

In a very real sense, govern­ 
ment debt is a claim against 
private property in the same 
way as an unpaid tax bill; the 
larger the debt, the 
sm aller 
is tlve real equity of individuals 
In what they think of as their 
private property. 
The size of the debt Is im­ 
portant because It measures the 
amount of money that taxpay­ 
ers and property owners owe; 
not to themselves but to a gov­ 
ernment over which they have 
lost control to the precise ex­ 
tent that It now owns and con­ 
trols them. The growing size 


of the government debt must, 
therefore, be a matter of very 
real concern to every creditor 
and especially to every taxpay­ 
e r with an interest in keeping 
his private property and his 
personal Freedom. 
SPENDING WAS NEVER 
EASY TO STOP 
A large part of the national 
debt has been piled up as a 
result of government competi­ 
tion with private business. The 
cost of this competition has 
been estim ated approximately 
at $40 billion a year. If the fed­ 
eral 
government 
would sell 
shares of stock in government- 
owned corporations to the Am­ 
erican people, that loss would 
be stopped and a long step back 
could be taken from the down­ 
hill path to socialism. 
For 30 years, the American 
people have lived with a dying 
dollar. 
Unsound fiscal poli­ 
cies in the government inevit­ 
ably lead to inflation; yet, the 
federal government is operat­ 
ing again at a deficit during the 
current fiscal year and there 
is 
no likelihood 
that it will 
escape another deficit next year 
unless federal spending is dras­ 
tically reduced. 
The 
American 
people have 
watched the process of inflation 
without making an organized and 
effective protest because its 
effects have been largely con­ 
cealed. 
However, the effects 
cannot be concealed forever. 
What Is the use of having mor° 
and more dollars In your pock- 
etbook if those dollars are, 
year after year, worth less and 
less? 
That kind of arrange­ 
ment is bound to end in disas­ 
ter sooner or later, and we have 
to think that the danger is near 


rather than far. 
The Ameri­ 
can 
people have suffered too 
long from a round of spending, 
followed by a round of taxes, 
followed by a new spending, 
followed by another round of 
taxes, each one larger than the 
one that came before. 
Government spending needs to 
be cut and a start needs to be 
made on reducing the size of 
the 
national debt. There are 
some very specific reasons why 
it is imperative that these needs 
be met by the government dur­ 
ing the coming year. 
To start with, it has to be 
recognized that spending in it­ 
self is not a remedy for any of 
our 
economic 
troubles. That 
is contrary to the theories of 
the big spenders, but it is a fact 
just the same. 
Heavy spending by the govern­ 
ment does have an impact on 
the national, economy, but is it 
a good impact, one that adds 
strength to the economy? No. 
Has government spending cured 
any economic problems up to 
this time? 
No. Will it ever 
cure any? No. 
Even when so-called emergen­ 
cy spending to meet economic 
problems 
has a temporarily 
soothing and lulling effect, 
it 
is followed after a year or so by 
all kinds of distortions in the ec­ 
onomic system which make the 
last state of the sick economy 
much worse than the first. This 
has been proved time again 
since the IJ,S, started trying 
to spend itself out of the de­ 
pression of the 1930’s. 
Mul­ 
tiplied billions of dollars were 
poured out for ati kinds of pro­ 
jects, but the depression stayed 
with us until the demands of 
war and preparation for war put 


our 
production 
facilities 
to 
work. 
Another compelling reason for 
reducing the federal govern­ 
ment’s reckless outlay of the 
people’s money is that the big 
spenders have shown that they 
do not have the ability to man­ 
age and 
guide the sectors of 
the economy 
which they take 
over one by one. 
Repeatedly 
we read and hear stories of 
scandals and near-scandals in 
federal - supported 
welfare. 
Public housing has been a flat 
failure in its state purpose of 
providing decent living accom­ 
modations for poor people. The 
foreign policy foisted on the na­ 
tion by big spenders has been 
enormously costly In money 
and friends. 
Here, again, big 
spending has been 
failure. 
A third reason why govern­ 
ment spending must be reduced 
is that taxes are used “ to 
get support for greater spend­ 
ing.” 
It is they who are be­ 
hind the propaganda that this 
is not the right time to make 
really significant cuts In spend­ 
ing; it would be too hard to do 
so now. But the fact is that It 
will never be any easier. Now 
is the time to begin, because 
the future will bring even more 
tangled and difficult problems. 
A necessary beginning is for 
Congress to regain control ol 
the total budget. 
Gradually, 
the Executive Branch has tak­ 
en control of the total budget 
from Congress and has held on­ 
to it. To be sure, Congress 
still votes huge appropriations, 
agency by agency, but it no 
longer has control over total 
appropriations. 
Once 
congressional 
control 
is regained, new spending pro­ 


gram s ought to be blocked. 
There is much talk of this or 
that “ necessary” new activ­ 
ity by the federal government, 
but the truth is that there Is no 
proposed new 
program 
of 
spending that the American peo­ 
ple can’t get along without. 
Spending by the numerous wel­ 
fare agencies has gone beyond 
reason and should be slashed. 
The Agriculture Department, 
the 
business control bureaus 
and agencies, federal aid to ed­ 
ucation; these and many oth­ 
ers offer fertile fields for sane 
economy in the conduct of the 
federal government. 
The 
Constructive 
approach 
calls for a reduction in federal 
spending that will be really 
felt, not at some time far dis­ 
tant in the future, but in 1967. 
As this is a m atter of contin­ 
uing concern to each Individual 
it is hoped that he will make it 
a matter of continuing study. 
It Is urgent every American 
learn all he can, from every 
available source, about where 
the fiscal policies of the fed­ 
eral government are leading 
the country . . . .

Backed 
Labor 
Bills Pass 


JEFFERSON 
CITY (AP) - 
The Missouri House passed and 
sent to the governor today two 
bills that have the support of or­ 
ganized labor. 
One would increase maximum 
weekly benefits 
of unemploy­ 
ment compensation from $45 to 
$53 next January and to $57 in 
1970, 
There was no discussion as 
the House accepted a 
Senate 
amendment and passed the bill 
124-28. 
The 
other 
measure 
would 
force government agencies to 
discuss wages, hours and other 
working conditions with repre­ 
sentatives of the employes but 
any results would not be bind­ 
ing on either the workers or 
management. 
A little explanation was re­ 
quired by 
members 
of 
Rep. 
Howard G arrett, D-Festus, who 
handled the bill. 
He said it would “ force the 
agency heads to sit down and 
talk with the employes—discuss 
the issues.” He said the State 
Highway Department and some 
colleges, especially, had refused 
in r^-ent months to negotiate 
with their workers. 
The word negotiate was taken 
out of the bill by Senate amend­ 
ment 
and 
replaced 
with 
the 
word discuss. G arrett said he 
saw no difference—Just a mat­ 
ter of words. 


He said it was not the bill 
“we wanted but we’re 
happy 
with it.” 
Either party to the discussion 
could take its complaints to the 
State Board of Mediation or to 
the circuit court under term s of 
the bill. 
Both m easures were amended 
by the Senate Tuesday. 
The unemployment compensa­ 
tion bill was changed to take 
out 
the 
so-called 
“ escalator 
clause” recommended by Gov. 
Warren E. Hearnes. 
It would 
set 
unemployment 
compensation rates each year 
at 
half 
the 
average 
weekly 
wage in Missouri. The average 
now is $111 so the unemployment 
compensation benefits would be 
set at $55.50 a week. 
But the 
State 
Chamber 
of 
Commerce and the Associated 
Industries organization opposed 
that provision so violently the 
Senate change was made as a 
compromise. 
There was only one amend­ 
ment to that bill and it was 
adopted by the House on a 144-7 
vote. 
There were six amendments to 
the management-employe 
dis­ 
cussion bill and they were all 
adopted on a single vote by the 
House, 135-15. 
The House passed and sent to 
the Senate a bill to make it pos­ 
sible for the State Tax Commis­ 
sion to come into a county and 
re-evaluate all property assess, 
ments if a political sub-division 
requests it or if the commis­ 
sion finds there Is a variation 
of 25 per cent from normal. 
The bill took up a full day of 
debate earlier when It was be. 
fore the House for amendment 
but Rep. Don Kennedy, D-Neva- 


da, the bill’s sponsor, managed 
to stave off changes. 
Rep. Earl L. Sponsler, D-Ca- 
bool, said in supporting the bill 
he is almost sorry to have to 
vote for it but re-assessm ent 
must be done and it is up to 
the legislature to authorize it. 
Rep. William C. Phelps, R- 
Kansas City, said there hasn’t 
been a re-assessm ent in Jackson 
County since 1940 and he is cer­ 
tain one is needed.
